98 TONS OF FISH SNAGGED 
IN U PPER OSAGE RIVER 


JEFFERSON CITY - In two 
months of snagging, anglers along 
the upper Osage river landed more 
I than 98 tons of fish, according to 
tabulations of data just completed 
by Charles Purkett, Conservation 
Commission fisheries biologist. 
The big catch was made during 
the paddlefish. or spoonbill, run 
during the spring in the upper O- 
sage. Snagging is permitted from 
March 15 through May 15. Purkett 
said anglers from all over Missou­ 
ri. and a num ber from out - of - 
state, gathered for the snagging 
season

and 
landed more 
th a- IOO paddlefish, which aver­ 
aged 32 pounds each. There were 
16,000 fishing trips made to catch 
that number of ' sh. 
The intensive creel census study 
during the paddlefish run was un­ 
dertaken to learn more about this

Called 
spoonbill, 
spoonbill cat, 
shovelnose cat, flatbill cat, and 
spoonbill sturgeon, the paddlefish 
is i r ^ e r a catfish nor a sturgeon. 
It belongs to an old group of fos­ 
sil fishes, along with gars, stur­ 
geons and sharks. It’s only known 
relative is a Chinese species na­ 


tive to the 
Yangtse river. The 
Chinese variety grows bigger than 
ours - up to 20 feet • but Missouri 
paddlefish are known to 
reach 
s. 'en feet in length. 
It feeds on minute organisms in 
the water and gathers them in by 
swimming along with its mouth o- 
pen. Therefore, it is rare when one 
is taken on bait, and it’s thought 
to be accidental when it happens. 
Each spring when old long nose 
is making the annual spawning 
run up the Osage, thousands of 
snaggers work the waters, partic­ 
ularly between Warsaw and Osce­ 
ola. Using a strong pole, they try 
to snag into one of the big one* 
with bare treble hooks. When they 
do the fight is on.

with some wages running up to 
$3.50, and it would have cost the 
farm er in the neighborhood of $2.- 
50 to harvest the crop with a m e­ 
chanical picker. In past years, ac­ 
cording to reports, hand labor has 
been 
considerably 
higher, 
thus 
causing the use of more machines 
to handle the harvesting task. Four 
years ago, hand labor was paid on 
the average of $4.50 per hundred. 
Not only does the machines cost 
nearly 
as 
much 
per 
hundred 
pounds of cotton harvested, Ult 
also gather more trash, leaves, 
bits or stalks, etc., and as high as 


IO per cent of the cotton will be 
left in the fields after the mechan­ 
ical monsters pass through. It de­ 
pends largely on the expertness of 
the operator, however, as to how 
much cotton the machine will leave 
in the fields. A real good opera­ 
tor, it is said, can hold the loss 
left in the cotton field, to as low 
as four or five per cent. 
A thumb-nail sketch of conditions 
in the various 
five counties is 
about as follows: 
SCOTT COUNTY — Tom Stroup, 
extension agent, reports 85 to 90 
per cent of the cotton in S c o t t 
county has been picked and he es­ 
tim ates that only about 15 mech­ 
anical pickers were used as com­ 
pared to about 6,000 hand labor­ 
ers. While in many cases the grade 
was better, as an average the cot­ 
ton was graded middling or over. 
The county this year is expected 
to yield alout 20.000 bales, or 
about 8.000 more than the pre-har­ 
vest prediction. 
MISSISSIPPI COUNTY — R. Q. 
Brown, extension agent, reported 
he estim ated about 85 per cent of 
the cotton has now gone to the 
gins. He said about 3.000 hand la­ 
borers helped with the task with 
the aid of about 30 machines. 
About 25,000 bales is expected to 
make up the total harvest, and the 
overall grade is said to be of the 
best quality in recent years. “It 
is extra good,” Mr. Brown said. 
NEW MADRID COUNTY — E. 
B. Nace, assistant extension agent 
said about 85 per cent of the 1958 
cotton crop, graded as above av­ 
erage. has now been harvested. 
He said a total of 75,000 bales is 
expected to go to the gins by the 
time the year is over with the aid 
of about 300 m echanical pickers 
and nearly 5,000 hand pickers. 
STODDARD COUNTY — T o m 
Brown, county extension agent, es­ 
timated that 95 per cent of the cot­ 
ton has been picked with the aid 
of about 50 mechanical pickers and 
about 15,000 hand pickers. T h e 
grade was estim ated as middling, 
and the expected total yield is ex­ 
pected to reach 29,000 bales.
